Dail Eireann adjourned yesterday until 
February 20th, 1¥2¥, after listenipg to a 
great many arguments ior postponing the 
adjournment irom the Fianna Fail and 
Labour benches. : 

The case put forward against immediate 
adjournment was the prevalence of unem- 
ployment and the urgent need of relief 
works. Eventually the motion for ad- 
journment was carried by 76 yotes to 62. 

The National Health Insurance Bill and 
the Public Safety Bill passed through 
their final stages. 

There was some discussion on the Cork 
City Management Bill, which finally 
passed by 79 votes to 57. | 

Professor Thrift introduced a bill to 
amend the allowances made to Senators, 
and it was read a first time,

UNEMPLOYMENT IN THE FREE 
STATE 

The Speaker fook the chair at 10.55 a.m. 

Professor TLIERNEY (Government, National 
University) submitted the report of the 
Special Committee on the es Practitioners 
(Gualification) Bill, 1928, which was accepted. 

Professor THRIFT (Independent, Dublin 
University) obtaingd. leave to introduce a 
hill to amend the Oireachtas (Payment of 
Members) Act, 1923, in so far as it relates to 
the allowances to members of Seanad 
Eireann 

The second reading was fixed for February 

th. 

President COSGRAVE moved that the Dail 
adjourn until February 20th. 

Mr. DE VALERA (Fianna Fail, Clare) 
objected at this stage. Certain matters had 
heen on the paper for months. There was, 
for instance, the motion for the tariff on flour. 
the most important 
question which could be discussed and they 
had had only one day for it. There was a 
splendid opportunity for the Executive during 
the coming week to have a discussion on the 
whole question of tarifis. The whole question 
of national economy, in a sense, arose out 
of that. 

A Committee had been set up to examine 
the economic position, but the general trend 
of national economy was not going to he 
decided by that Committee. It was a question 
of national policy, which could only be de- 
cided hy the House as a whole. 

There was also the question of making 
some provision for urgent unemployment. 
It was most unfair that the Dail should 
ediourn without making anv attempt to pro- 
vide for that urgent necessity. 

LABOUR'S OPPOSITION. 

Mr. MORRISSFY (Labour. Tipperary) said 
that the Labour Party opposed the adiourn- 
ment, because of the Government's failure 
to male any special provision for relief works 
and also because there were a number of 
other urgent matters to be dealt with. There 
was greater necessity for relief works this 
vear than in anv vear since the House was 
set up. From reports received hy the Labour 
Party from all over the country they found 
that the” hosition was really much worse than 
they thought it was a week ago. They were 
not grumbling about what was heing done 
with regard to road work, drainage and other 
public works. Their complaint was that there 
were still thousands of unemploved, whose 
dependents were in a bad way. The Minister 
for Local Government had stated in reply to 
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a guestion that he was not in a position to 
say what moneys would be allocated to 
county councils for road work this year. It 
seemed from that that the Minister would 
not be able to allocate these amounts before 
Christmas. 

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local 
Government—Because the county councils will 
not do what they are asked. - 

Mr. MORRISSEY said that the County 
Councils were not asked until last month, 
and he suggested that that was not the 
time to look for the information. It was 
during December and January that the money 
was most urgently required, much more than 
during March and April. The County Coun- 
cils and County Boards of Health were not 
making provision out of the rates for the 
upkeep of roads or the relief of distress. 
It was well known that County Councils were 
using for the relief of the rates grants made 
for the relief of distress and unemployed. 
Relief rates had been cut down. The Minister 
for Justice had promised to give effect to the 
findings of the Town Tenants Commission 
by introducing a bill in the autumn. That 
bill had not been introduced. If the relations 
between landlord and tenant were to be on 
a proper basis, it should be done before the 
present Act expired. The bill might at least 
have received a first reading before the 
adjournment. 

MONEY WANTED. 

Mr. DERRIG (F.F., Carlow-Kilkenny) 
could not see why the Minister should not 
make the moneys available now, instead of 
in February or March. 

Mr. CORRY (F.F., Cork E.) said that the 
Cork County Council had £65,000 at their 
disposal for roads, but it had already been 
spent. It was unfair to offer to Count 
Councils a refund of 50 per cent. on trun 
roads and 30 per cent. on link roads, and 
nothing at all on by-roads. It was time 
that a stup should be put to the loading of 
the dice against farmers, who used the 
ordinary by-roads. 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said 
that it was his opinion that whenever they 
proposed ‘to take the adjournment they would 
have this sort of debate. For his own part, 
he believed that there was nothing to be 
gained by having another debate on the 
question of relief. They generally resulted 
in one deputy after another trying to get 
a share of whatever money was going for Ris 
own bailiwick. The committee on the 
economic question might be able to do great 
things or small things: they did not know 
until it got down to work, He thought him. 
self that they were more likely to get con- 
structive suggestions in & committee of that 
sort than in the discussions of which they 
had so much experience in that House. 

Referring to Depety Morrissey 's allusion 
to the Town Tenants Bill, Mr. Blythe said 
that legislation was not going to be speeded 
by the Dail sitting for another week. With 
regard to Deputy Corry’s views on the agri- 
cultural industry, he was sure that they were 
sound and would keep. (Laughter.) 

Mr. CORRY said that if the Minister was 
anxious to find out what the opinion of the 
agricultural community was, let him resign 
and contest his seat, and a man would he 
put up who would hunt the tail off him. 
(Laughter. ) 

Mr. J. DALY (Govt., Cork E.) said that 
when a sum of £29,000 was sent down to 
the Cork County Council to be used as the 
Council thought fit, he had suggested that 
it should be used for the improvement of 
the roads, and the first man to jump up and 
say '' No ” was Deputy Corry. (Laughter.) 

Mr. CORRY—And my statement was 
borne out by vour own Minister, 

CALAMITY THREATENING. 


Mr. T. J. MURPHY (Labour, Cork, W.) 
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gaid that with the knowledge he had of con- 
ditions in his own area, it would be a calamity 
if the Dail adjourned without something 
being done. In his county they were practi- 
cally at the end of their tether in the 
matter of affording assistance from the rates. 
The Minister had mentioned that £6,000 was 
available for work in the county, but the 
gig was that that amount had already 
ween earmarked. It was incumbent on the 
Dail to afford some more hope to the people 
who were unemployed than merely shutting 
down and telling them to do the best they 
could. They agreed that relief votes did not 
provide a solution, but they helped to relieve 
the immediate problem. The period to the 
first of March was going to be desperate in 
many parts of the country, and something 
definite should be done before the Dail ad- 
journed. 

Mr. LEMASS (Ff .F., Dublin) said that there 
were matters down for discussion and de- 
cision, the postponement of which would have 
a serious effect on many interests. Personally, 
he had got the impression that the Govern- 
ment were very anxious to shirk a division 
on the motion relating to the tariff on flour. 
The President last June had blamed the 
tactics of Fianna Fail for the non-passage of 
the Censorship Bill, but if the Government 
were half as serious as they pretended to be 
they could get the bill through now. That 
was also a matter which the Government ap- 
neared anxious to shelve, and if the Minister 
for Justice wished to get the bill through, he 
would oppose the motion for the adjourn- 
ment, 


GOVERNMENT OF DUBLIN. 

They had been given to understand that a 
bill would be introduced to re-establish de- 
mocratic control in the government of the 
City of Dublin. Now it appeared as if the 
term of oflice of the present Commissioners 
would have to be extended beyond March 31 
next. It was an urgent matter, and if there 
was not this long adjournment, it could be 
arranged to introduce that bill and have it 
passed before March 3lst. 

Professor TIERNEY—And how then are 
we to deal with the Censorship Bill and 
motions like that in regard to tariff on flour? 

Mr. LEMASS—l think even Deputy 
Tierney realises that there should not be a 
three months’ adjournment, unless it is the 
wish of his party to shelve all the important 
matters. 

There was also, he continued, the bill in- 
troduced by Deputy Thrift that morning, to 
alter the payment of certain members of the 
Oireachtas. Surely, in justice to those seek- 
ing election to the Senate, that bill should 
get a second reading at least, as some mem- 
bers would like to know the fate of that bill 
before they made up their minds to which 
House they intended to belong. There were 
numerous other bills promised, such as the 
Town Tenants Bill, and these measures were 
not brought in owing to the congested state 
of the Order Paper. 

A further important matter was the exten- 
sive raids being carried out lately by Civic 
Guards. He” would like an undertaking 
from the Minister for Justice that these un- 
necessary raids would not be continued over 
the period of the adjournment. Houses of 
numbers of the Fianna Fail Party were being 
raided simply for the purpose of reading 
correspondence. If the Minister wanted 
information as to the activity and growing 
strength of the organisation, he would arrange 
to send him each week a copy of the Natzon, 
(Laughter).

POVERTY IN DUBLIN. 

Mr. A. BYRNE (Ind., Dublin, N.), said 
that there were many members of that House 
on local boards, and they should press on 
these bodies to do what they had previously 
done in striking a rate at certain periods for 
relief works. He urged Ministers of the 
various Departments to do something to meet 
the existing distress. The poverty in Dublin 
was beyond description, md the unemployed 
were even less fortunate in Dublin, for if an 
good health, no matter the privation of their 
families, they could not get home assistance. 

Mr. P. W. SHAW (Government, Longford- 
Westmeath) urged the Ministers to speed up 
the several schemes for which money had 
already been allocatd. There was serious un- 
employment, and the coming three months 
would be a most trying time. There was 
money for drainage, housing, etc., and the 
work of the Land Commission could be con- 
siderably used to absorb some of the unem- 
ployed. In Westmeath they were spending 
£10,000 a year in Home Assistance, and, 
owing to the serious floodings in the Athlone 
area, that sum would have to be greatly 
increased. 

Mr. HOGAN (Labour, Clare) that 
there was something pathetic in the validie- 
tary address of Deputy Alfred Byrne. 

Mr. BYRNE—Is it farewell. 1 hope you 
think so. (Laughter). 

Mr. HOGAN commented on the absence 
from the House of the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, and said that he had 
studiously kept away so that he could not be 
challenged on statistics showing the position 
in regard to unemployment. The Dail had 
sat late to pass estimates for services which 
some of them did not agree were a national 
necessity, and now they were to adjourn 
without the-Government making any provi- 
sion to tide the unemployed over the try- 
ing period of the next three months. 
From the way the Minister talked about 
roads one would imagine that roads were the 
only thing in the country. There were un- 
employed living twenty and thirty miles on 
each side of these roads. Was it suggested 
that these people were to get relief from 
road work? The Ministerial attitude was 
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outside the city. As a test of the genuine. 
ness of the applicants they started them on 
this work, which ‘occupied them one hour per 
day less than the normal working period. 
Many of these men had been out of empioy- 
ment for years and were out of practice, and 
could not do the work of ait ordinary com- 
petent workman. 
PAYMENT FOR LABOURERS. 

Mr. MORRISSEY asked if the Minister 
suggested that those men whose health had 
been undermined as the result of three or 
four years’ semi-starvation and were only able 
to give half the labour output of the normal 
man would be brought up to standard by 
paying them onl half the money to exist on. 

The MINISTER said that the Commis- 
sioners had given the matter careful con- 


| sideration, and thought it more healthy and 


helpful to give them 30s. a week for work 
done than to give them outdoor relief. 

Concluding, the Minister said that he did 
not think they could approach the solution 
of unemployment by asking the local bodies 
to put up relief schemes and then ask the 
State to pay 50 per cent. of the cost. First 
of all, they would have to make a fair trial 
of the increased area of charge of such 
schemes. 

Mr. MOORE (F.F., Wicklow) asked 
whether the Minister was prepared to deny or 
confirm the rumour that a mileage tax was to 
be put on motor ‘buses. Up to the present 
the Government had encouraged the ‘bus ceim. 
panies in every way, but they had taken no 
action whatever to control these services. 
The Minister for Industry and Commerce had 
stated that he was as much entitled to inter- 
fere with the number of drdapers’ shops as 
with the number of ’buses. Even the sug- 
gestion that at least the ‘bus bodies rhould 
be built in this country had been turned 
down. ‘Rus companies had been formed at 
the rate of three or four a week without 
interference, and now there was a suggestion 
of a mileage tax, which, he was informed, 
would cost the biggest ‘bus company in the 
’ It would not 
do to leave people who had invested their 
capital in these concerns in a state of suspense 
for three or four months. This question would 


ulso affect the important coach-building 
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| trading on money obtained through the Tiade 


Facilities Act. While the suspense lasted, 
this industry would be practically held up. 

On the question of relief work, he said that 
a proposition had heen put up to the trovern- 
ment by the Wicklow County Council that 
they were prepared to raise £20,000 tor this 
purpose if the Government would put ap an 
equal amount. When the controlling bedy 
showed itself so alive to the situation as to 
make such an offer, no question of establish- 
ing precedents or other formalities shculd 
prevent the Government from rendering tlem 
every possible assistance... Unemployment 
was very rife in County Wicklow, «nd heme 
assistance was costing about £15,000. The 
ratepayers were unable to continue to bear 
this burden, and something would Lave to 
be done to provide a substitute. 


A SUGGESTION REJECTED. 

President COSGRAVE suggested that the 
debate on the motion for the adjournment 
might be suspended to enable three bills on 
the Order Paper to be dealt with. Otherwise 
they would have to be postponed until 
February. These bills were the Cork City 
Management Bill, the National Health Insur- 
ance Bill, and the Public Safety Bill. 

This suggestion was not to, and 

Mr. ANTHONY (Labour, Cork Borough) 
resumed the debate. He described the 
attitude of the Government towards unem- 
ployment as one of benevolent neutrality. In 
york City there was genuine and dire distress 
amongst a large section of the people. For 
the year ending last month the number of 
families wild by the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society was 3,163, representing about 15,000 
people, and when the Cork Harbour Commis. 
sioners decided to undertake works which 
were in the nature of relief schemes, 500 or 
600 people applied for work, which was 
available for only 40 or 

He asked if the Cork City Commissioner 
was empowered to make grants out of cor- 
porate funds for relief works for the unem- 
ployed. Some of the streets in Cork in the 
slum areas were filthy. That state of affairs 
could not obtain if the old Corporation were 
in power. Relief works should be carried 
out in this respect. This problem of unem- 
plovment should be tackled by the Govern- 
ment at once It would, he thought, be more 
prudent if they would sit until 17th December 
and not be coming back at the beginning ol 
the year to sit until 10.30 at night. He 
suggested that in future they should sit on 
Tuesdays. 

Mr. KENNEDY (F F., Longford-Westmeath) 
said that it was the duty of the Government 
to find work for the unemployed who were in 
a serious plight in the Midlands. Farm 
labourers were unemployed because farmers 
had no capital to work their farms. 

Mr. MacENTEE (F.F., Dublin Co.) said 
that widespread as the unemployment was 
in Dublin, it was equally widespread in 
Rathmines, Pembroke, Dun Laoghaire and 
Blackrock Urban Districts, and if there was 
no comprehensive scheme of dealing with 
unemployment in these townsiiips the respon- 
sibility was primarily due to the Government. 

BAD SANITATION. 

Mr. W. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly) said 
that the House should not regard this as « 
party matter. The work of the Economic 
Committee should be allowed to start and to 
proceed in a peaceful manner. He suggested 
that that committee should begin its work, 
and let them leave over discussions on cot-

COUNTY COUNCILS BLAMED. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that recently in- 
quiries had been addressed to the County 
Councils with a view to securing information 
as to the amount of money they were going to 
spend on maintenance work during 
financial year. As soon as the Department 
had that information they would be able to 
jet the Councils know what amount would be 
available from the Road Fund. His desire 
was that the County Councils, having ascer- 
tained the amount available for works on 
roads, should so arrange their schemes that 
the work would be done during the peak 
periods of unemployment. This was easy 
to arrange, because reconstruction work was 
done during the simmer and maintenance 
work during the winter months, so that they 
would know oppresionsely when the various 
votes were to be expended. 

Mr. MORRISSEY asked did the Minister 
suggest that the County Councils could spend 
money on works other than those for which 
it was allocated. 

Mr. MULCAHY ‘said- that the County 
Councils had ample time to arrange their 
programme so that the work would be given 
“ó Bg yee. wanted. way ae 

ying to the point made by uty 
Alfred Byriie, the Minister said that án 
in the history of Dublin had there been so 
much work done for the development of hous- 
ing as would be done this winter. Thirty- 
one acres were being developed at Donny- 
earney and forty-six acres at Cabra. e 
City Commissioners had given the matter 
very careful consideration, and as a safeguard 
they had started relief work on thirty acres 
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that House, but he could not cast his vote 
in favour of an adjournment, because he knew 
that the situation as regards unemployment 
was abnormui. The sanitary condition of the 
cities and towns in the Saorstat was not satis- 
factory, and the ratepayers couid not he 
expected to provide the money necessary to 
make them sanitary.

Mr. FAHY (F.F., Galway) referred to two 
communications which he had received from 
County Galway as showing the conditions in 
that county. One was a report of the Medical 
Officer of Health, stating that there were in 
the urban area of Ballinasloe 156 houses, 
occupied by 800 people, absolutely unfit for 
human habitation. The other was a ie mó 
tion of the Galway County Council calling for 
legislation to enable County Councils and 
Boards of Health to provide meals for school 
children, as Urban Councils did, and, in the 
meantime, asking the Committee of Public 
Health and Public Assistance to form local 
committees to provide meals for the children 
in the national schools in the poorer districts 
out of voluntary subseriptions. The resolu- 
tion stated that education suffered from the 
malnutrition of the children. They might not 
he able to do much to golve these questions 
by sitting another week, but they would give 
some token that they were in earnest. He 
was sure that other counties were in as bad 
a condition as Galway was. 

Mr. CASSIDY (Labour, Donegal)—" It is 
absolutely scandalous that this House should 
adjourn for ten weeks without some provision 


being made for the relief of the poverty and 
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destitution existing throughout the country 
at the present “time. 
CHRISTMAS SMILES. 
Mr. GOREY (Government, Carlow; Kilkenny} 
said that no deputies would be more dis- 
appoinced than tne Upposition if the motion 
for the adjournment were. defeated. Yester- 
day, when they heard of ‘the proposea ad. 
journment, one could see the Christmas smiles 
beaming on their faces 
Mr. GORRY (F.F., Leix-Offaly) said that 
the Leix County Council were prepared to 
increase home assistance, and were anxious 
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to meet the Local Government Department in 
any endeavour to provide relief schemes. 


Mr. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford) said that if 


the Dail adjourned now, it would be equivalent 
to passing death sentences on a number .of 
people, and the responsibility would he on 
deputies. The problem was urgent and could 
not wait until the Dail resumed. He an- 
pealed to the Government to release the 
political prisoners, and also 
amnesty to the men still * on the run.” 
President COSGRAVE said that the op- 
position to the adjournment was based on 
four points—that certain things were not 
done; that certain promises were rot fnl- 
filled; unemployment, and the continued de- 
tention of political prisoners. There was 3 
studied avoidance of one particular aspect—- 
the economic aspect—the question of 
ceiving value for money. If public money 
was to be spent were thev to get value for ‘t? 
For many weeks they had been discussing the 
enormous weight of texation, and how the 
rates locally were pressing on the people and 
how difficult it was to go on. Now, there 
was an invitation extended to them bv most 
of the deputies in that debate that they 
should seek to pnt a still bigcer burden on 
the over-taxed ratepayers and taxpayers of 
the country. i 
Looking over the estimates of the current 
vear, he found in the Local Government 
Estimate a very considerable sum for housing, 
which represented a subsidy of 20 per cent. 
In other words, house-building as a proposi- 
tion in this country was uneconomic to the 
extent of 20 per cent. Of the £500,000 voted 
for housing £100,000 was “going West.” 
They were getting no value for it, or for the 
£250,000 they had spent under the new bill. 
£100,000 had been spent on drainage 
schemes, and he had a deputation coming 
from Kildare saying they had not got valne 
for a gertain scheme. £1,300 of public 
money was wasted out of £4,000 for that 
scheme, and they were invited to tax the 
taxpayers still further to give what was, on 
the showing of the deputies themselves, a 
negligible and almost useless sum of monev. 
Taking their own figures of 80,000 unem 
ployed, and their own figure of a quarter of 
a million pounds, it would mean £3 per 
head. Would that relieve unemployment? 
Mr. MORRISSEY—We nevrr saia it would. 
A BUSINESS PROPOSITION. 
President COSGRAVE said that this Go- 
vernment was standing for ‘a business nro-

Strangers in the Belfast Custody Court 
must be mystified when, before the usual 


_parade of *‘drynks,’’ etc., there is a sort 


of roll call, answered by agg Loma 
men who jauntily enter the dock and as 
jauntily leave it after about. thirty 
seconds. ‘‘ John Jones,” calls the clerk. 
John... Jones quickly enters the dock. 
“Five pounds,’’ says the chairman of 
magistrates; and John Jones leayes the 
dock to make room for ‘‘ William Smith,” 
whose name has already been called. 
None of the defendants is ever asked 
whether or ‘not he pleads guilty. ‘None 
of them ever disputes the amount of the 
fine. None of them is ever represented by 
a solicitor. 

These are the bookmaker’s clerks, 
prosecuted under the Betting Act. Their 
periodical appearance for the purpose of 
paying five pounds is regarded by them as 
a sort of tax-collecting procedure. None 
of the better-known bookmaking people 
answers this ro!l call, but, no doubt, it is 
they who provide the five pounds There 
are records of the first man to answer the 
roll on certain occasions, having been 
detained for some additional seconds, 
while the variation of the fine has been:

It is believed in the banks that it will 
take a couple of years for British coins 
and Treasury notes to be absorbed in 
Great Britain again, and they will never 
disappear altogether, as people coming 
from England will always bring English 
money with them into Ireland. 


Trish Mints. 


The coins will be minted in England, 
the mint charging the Free State Govern- 
ment the actual cost of minting only, 
and leaving a large margin. of profit to 
accrue to the Free State Government in 
the subsequent sale of money to the public. 
There is more than one mint in 
Kngland—the Royal Mint in which most 
of the Free State coins will be minted, 
and the Birmingham Mint. in which 
pennies are made. They also make a 
large number of Chinese coins. 

Although there are no Irish mints now, 
there were mints at one time in Ireland, 
such as the Waterford Mint and the Capel 
street mint, where brass money was 
minted. 

People in all countries find that notes 
are more useful than gold—they are more 
easily kept and could hardly be given 
away in mistake for one another. 
Inbabitants of these countries will 
remember how easily it was to mistake a 
half-sovereign for a sixpence in a bad 
light, as they are both the same size. 

Bullion—that is to say, gold that is 
still in bars and has not been coined—wil! 
not be taken in by the Free State, 
regulations having been made to that 
effect after the Currency Commission was 
set up.

The name _ sowens 
appears to be derived from the Gaelic 
Samhain, used both in Scotland and Ire- 
land for November. 

To my \surprise, too, oatcakes were 
favourites in several English counties. A 
Mr. Ray, who made a collection of North 
of England words,.mentions no less than 
six different varieties of this bread. Clap- 
bread was a thin, hard cake, unleavened 
and baked on a griddle over the fire, and 
often made of barley meal. Kitcheness 
was a thin oat cake made out of thin 
batter; riddle-cakes were thick and sour 
like the Welsh bara-greiddell; hoven was 
leavened ; jannock was oaten bread made 
up in loaves; and thar-cakes were the 
more familiar bannocks. 

Bannocks, which, of course, are well- 
known in Ulster and Scotland, were 
generally made of oatmeal and water, but 
sometimes milk, butter or cream. seasoned 
with caraway seeds, was used. In earlier 
centuries many an Trish and Scots army 
marchéd on oaten bread. But nowadays 
the machine-made bannock is displacing 
the home-baked variety nearly everywhere. 


“ Cick 1” 


Walking lome the other morning after 
a night’s work, writes a correspondent, 
I discovered a newly-erected telephone 
kiosk at the corner of North Frederick 
street and Dorset street.

Cockle Gatherers. 


A feature of Dublin life which has died 
out completely during the last decade is 
the cockle gatherer, who at one time used 
to garner a rich harvest of cockles on 
Sandymount strand and retail them in the 
streets of the city. 

Shrimps are said to have been found at 
one period in great quantities at Irish- 
town, but after an exceptionally hard 
frost in the winter of 1741 they never 
appeared again. 

Clontarf also was once noted for its 
ovster beds. but they received their death 
blow in 1903, when the city was startled 
by the news of serious contamination of 
these beds by sewage. causing many cases 
of typhoid fever, and the Dublin public 
was advised to strike the Clontarf 
“native ” off its menu cards.

‘Railway Rates Fiasco.

If rumour be at all trustworthy it wouid 
seem that the Free State Railway Tribunal 
has spent many weary and arduous 
months upon the work of ‘classifying ” 
various kinds of merchandise and. pre- 
scribing’ the several rates at, which it 
shonld be carried.

their several ‘‘classes.”’ So far so anod. 
But in ordér to meet the obvious diffi- 
culties and necessities of various cases 
Jarge numbers of ‘‘ exceptions’’ had to be 
made. Now it appears in practice that 
such ‘‘exceptions’’ are so many and so 
formidable that certain important 
‘“‘classes’’ have not produced a single 
consignment. Or, to put it another way, 
every consignment is an ‘‘ exception ”” 
which proves that certain rules are un- 
workable. 

If this is true—and the statement 
reaches me from a well-informed source— 
it is merely another illustration of the 
futility of asking even the most competent 
and painstaking body of bureaucrats to 
mix themselves up in the rough-and- 
tumble of every-day commercial affairs. 
I am told that the Ministry of Industry 
and Commerce got the very best men for 
the job. The breakdown is certainly not 
the fault of the members of the Tribunal. 
But let us hope that its lesson will not be 
lost on Mr. McGilligan and his colieagues 
of the Executive Council. It should also 
be of special interest to the new Economic 
Committee when its members come to grips 


with realities. 
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[NOBEL PRIZE FOR “EASY 


—————— 
(By J. DONALDSON.) 


“FAR world does not usually know much 
of philosophers while t are alive. 
Immanuel Kant, who ch the whole 
current of modern thinking, never leít 
the province in which he was born. His 
neighbours might safely have set their 
clocks by his unvarying habits, and 
Heinrich Heine invited the world to. 
marvel at the contrast ‘‘ between the man’s 


‘outward life and his destructive, world-. 


smashing thoughts.” Far otherwise is it 
with Henri Bergson, the philosopher a /a 
mode, who-has just been announced as a 
Nobel Prize-winner. When he came to 
England a few years before the war, his 
lectures in Oxford and London attracted 
the fashionable world, the intellectual 
élite, and those who would like to belong 
to it. He has had the unusual fortune 
to see his philosophy become a fashion. 

It must be added that there are those 
who say that Bergsonism is a fashion 
because it is not really a philosophy. 
Certainly its attraction is its apparent 
simplicity. Dean Inge has summed it up 
caustically. ‘‘ Thinking,” he says “is 
difficult. How pleasant to be told that it 
is mainly a waste of time!” If that is 
not precisely what Bergson tells us, the 
gibe is not entirely devoid of truth. Un- 
doubtedly, much of his popularity is due 
to his extremely clear and attractive style 
of writing and his good fortune in finding 
translators who can do justice in English 
to the clearness of the original Fonth. 

Henri Bergson is a Jew, who was born 
in Paris in 1859. He has been professor 
of philosophy at various colleges, and 
since 1914 he has been among the 
‘‘immortals”’ of the French Academy. 
The apparent simplicity of his teaching 
is the subject of much debate, and it is 
not easy to decide from his writings, and 
those of his disciples, whether he aims at 
a complete philosophy of life or merely at 
indicating a method. Sometimes we are 
encouraged to think that there is a system 
to be found in his writings; at others 
that they are meant merely to be stimu- 
lant to thought. 


REASON AND INSTINCT. 


Briefly and very roughly, we may say 
that Bergson exalts instinct at the 
expense of reason. Philosophy generally 
attempts to explain life in intellectual 
terms. This means that it has to deal 
with things which are, as we say, 
‘‘ static.’’ Now life is not static or still; 
it is dynamic, or in constant movement. 
We think of a line as a succession of dots, 
a walk as a succession of steps. When we 
think of time, we are bound to think in 
terms of space. We think of it as short 
or long—as though it were a Jime. 
Actually all this is a second-hand way of 
looking at life. What exactly exists is 
something continuous, which the brain 
breaks up into pieces for the purpose of 
examining them. The brain, as Bergson 
regards it, is an organ which exists to 
serve the practical ends of life. It does 
not see things as they are. Life is 
something which is lived, not thought 
about. All our intellectual ideas bear 
the same relation to life as a map does 
to a landscape. 

All this is largely true, but critics of 
Bergson deny that it is new, and ask 
where it is to lead us. They admit that 
the brain cannot give us a living repre- 
sentation of life, but they ask what other 
faculty can. We all know life at first 
hand by living it, but a philosophy of 
life can be expressed only in common 
terms—1i.e., in intellectual terms. Bergson 
seems vaguely to hold out the hope that 
there is a special faculty, superior to the 
brain, by which we may arrive at a know- 
ledge of reality. This has commended his 
work to followers of idealistic religious 
systems, but the philosophic world in 
general has not accepted his conclusions. 
Incidentally, he has written suggestively 
on such subjects as laughter, memory and 
dreams. It is probably as a popular 
psychologist rather than a _ philosopher, 
properly so-called, that he will live. His 
place is with the late Professor William 
James, whose outlook had many points of 
resemblance to that of Bergson.

Str,—The coincidence of the announcement 
in your columns to-day of the removal of 
the equestrian statue of William III. from 
College Green with your announcement of 
the publication of Miss Marjorie Bowen's 
history of the youth of William III. up to 
the taking of Bonn in his twenty-fourth year, 
is so remarkable that it deserves notice at 
a time when youth in a young State is 
claiming to have a voice in the affairs of 
Church and State. In days when the horse 
has to give place in College Green to the 
tram and "bus and motor car, it is worth 
remembering that the Prince of Urange was 
one of the best horsemen in Europe. Miss 
Bowen says:—‘‘ His most favoured diversion 
was a chase through the wildest country, 
after the most savage animals, when he 
would ride for hours, using up several horses, 
taking the most dangerous leaps over hedge 
and ditch, dismounting and plunging on 
foot through swamp, stream, and forest, 
returning home wet, dishevelled, to fall into 
a sleep of exhaustion in a chair without 
changing his clothes. This pent-up nervous 
energy found eager vent in the excitement 
of battle, and inspired the Prince to that 
sparkling animation, that joyous enthusiasm 
in the heat of action, that always so strangely 
contrasted with his usual stately composure.” 

It is to William III. that we-owe the 
expression “ to die in the last ditch.'” When 
the Republic of the Netherlands was over- 
run by the victorious armies of Louis XIV. 
of France, in the same way as the victorious 
armies of the Kaiser over-ran Belgium in 
our own days, the Republic demanded that 
the Prince of Orange should take the situa- 
tion in hand; and to save his country he 
flooded it and held the water line, refusing 
to come to terms with the oppressor. “ Do 
you not see that it is lost’?’’ asked the Duke 
of Buckingham. ‘‘ William III. replied that 
he did, indeed, see that it was im great 
danger, but there was one way not to behold 
it lost, and that was to die in the last 
ditch.”” I say, “ Bravo, William !’’ 

The ascetic purity of his private life, when 
the morals of the Courts of England and 
France were deplorable, is also worth re- 
membering. Two offences were unpardonable 
in his eves—namely, cowardice and treachery. 
I hope that the removal of his statue from 
College Green may mean no lessening of 
our regard for the splendid qualities. of 
personal character that enabled the Prince 
of Orange to recover the fortunes of his 
native country and change the destinies of 
Europe, and I also hope that many of your 
readers will dip into Miss Marjorie Bowen's 
first instalment of the history of the hfe of 
a man of admirable character.— Yours, etc.,

“ PIDGEON ” IRISH. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—When I read criticisms of, Irish, 
'* official’ or otherwise, such as appeared in 
the Jrish Times in ‘‘ An Irishman’s Diary,” 
I wish 1 had been born anywhere except in 
Ireland. The use by official translators of 
some words borrowed into Irish seems to have 
given a correspondent of Quidnunc’s a fit. 
A “purist” such as he is would assuredly 
have been placed in a strait-jacket in a 
padded room had he had the misfortune to 
have been born in Germany. Sheer homicidal 


Í mania would have seized him at the sight of 


‘‘identifizieren’’—not to 
speak of ‘‘ich schlage mich,” a French 
idiom meaning, “I fight” (hterally, <2 
strike myself ’’), borrowed by the Germans on 
the Kathleen Mavoureen hire-system. Luke 
our Irish ‘‘—dil”’ the German verbal ter- 
mination ‘‘—ieren,’’ can be tacked on to 
any old foreign word at all, which imme- 
diately becomes entitled to all the rights and 
privileges attaching to ‘citizenship of the 
German Sprache. 

In the good old days our Irish ancestors 
the ecclesiastical Latin words

sack, und the custom continued down to the 
time of the Gaelic League, when, for some 
inexplicable reason, some of us came to the 
conclusion that the Irish language, as we 
have it now, came pure, undiluted and un- 
defiled from the womb of Indo-Germanic— 
except, of course, for a few words here and 
there which, naturally, we should get rid 
of by degrees. To this end some of us 
dropped “corr” (car) and hugged to our 
bosoms the word “ trucat,’’ which we never 
dreamt of associating with the words 
““truck ” and ‘‘ truckle.”’ 

In spite of its appenrante in a sweet little 
song, “fa truagh gan peata an mbhaoir 
ugam,’’ we looked on the dear little ‘‘ peata” 
with grave and solemn doubt until Professor 
Tomas O Rathaille assured us that it had 
never played with the naughty, saucy little 
English “pet.” We also made the alarming 
discovery that our real Irish ‘‘ sour but 
serviceable’ -slavey, “ searbh-fhoghanta,”’ 
was a bright-eyed lassie from Normandy 
named ‘‘ servante,’’ and, being in a less 
cynical mood and one more conducive to 
philological ‘and orthographical accuracy, we 
call her a “ searbhénta’’ in our new English- 
Irish Dictionary. | 

In fact, we have been making a great 
many discoveries. We know now that the 
Danes did not remain here for some hundreds 
of years without enriching our vocabulary. 
In this connection I have just read an article 
in the ‘‘Zertschrift fiir Celtische Philologie”’ 
by an iconoclastic philologist known as Carl 
Marstrander, stating his belief that certain 
innocent-looking Irish words are strangers 
from Scandinavia. Even an extreme] 
amateurish amateur philologist like ere 
finds words of foreign origin on almost every 
page of our new Dictionary. Admittedly, the 

ctionary is not exhaustive or even approxi- 
mately so. If it were, many hundreds of 
words and phrases of foreign origin would 
be found in it in addition to those already 
there. Among them would be “coinneáil 
suas’ and “‘ciméad suas” (with MS. and 
oral authority for using them in the sense 
which the above mentioned correspondent dis- 
likes); ‘‘dréineait’’ and “ draeneail” (the 
general use of which in the Gaedhaltacht | 
have ascertained from native speakers repre- 
sentative of Ulster, Connacht and Munster) ; 

praghas’’ (also used in some Irish-speaking 
pests) and ‘‘comh-phraghas” -(noted by 
anon, now Archbishop, Sheehan in one of 
his well-known series of books in Deéise 
Irish).

should be rejected. and others iaeentad i 
their stead ; it no one has got a commis. 
to “improve” the — language. 
the very few borrowings

objected to. Has, then, the right of bor- 
rowing lapsed in regard to the Irish alone 
amo European languages? Must Irish 
ins © denied a right conceded even to the 
idioms of savage tribes, 
doors banged, bolted and barred against all 
foreigners, however friendly and serviceable? 
Most Irish, whose powers of forming new 
words from native roots has to such a large 


extent diminished since the Old Irish period, 
be compelled to perform miracles which are 
not even attempted by her own powerful 
contemporaries, such as German, with its 
practically unlimited word-forming  possi- 
bilities, due to the fact that it can combine 
three, four, five or six nouns, adjectives, 
prefixes, suffixes, etc., in one organically 
rhythmical and easily pronounced word; or 
English, which, one would think, owing to 
its enormous vocabulary, the monosyllabic 
character of its Anglo-Saxon element, and its 
great variety of both native and borrowed 
prefixes and suffixes, should be well able to 
make new words for the next thousand years, 
without further resort to Latin, Greek, 
French, German, Hindustani, etc.? 

Fear of the criticisms of the so-called 
purists, whether they be those who take 
exception to individual words or those hyper- 
critical bores who examine every Irish 
sentence under a miscroscope to discover the 
minutest deviatieh from what they conceive 
to be real Gaelic logica! sequence—this has 
been for the past twenty or thirty years 
the chief obstacle not alone to the develop- 
ment of Irish as a language im every direc- 
tion, but also to the growth of a modern 
literature. We must, forsooth, abstain 
absolutely from borrowed words even when a 
thousand years established, produce sentences 
absolutely impeccable from the superfinicky 
rrammarian viewpoint and absolutely hole- 
proof from the Gaelic linguo-logical point of 
view—not to mention writing to the satis- 
faction of the anti-Hellenistic| tribe. Further, 
we must never dare. as is,j and has been, 
done im all other languages, jto use concrete 
words and phrases in a m@aphorical sense 
unless such use has the sAnction. of hoary 
antiquity behind it. Even Africaans, which 
had no hterature, no fixed spelling, and no 
dictionary in 1909, is running ahead while 
Irish still limps—but then the South Africans 
have not to deal with a multitude of would- 
be purists and pseudo-grammarians and folk- 
philologists. 

Thank God, however, the barriers are being 
broken down. ‘there is now a whole host of 
kiddies of every creed learning Irish as 1 
ought to be learnt, orally. They will make 
brus of the ‘‘puristic’’ palisades. With 
delight I hear them speak it beautifully and 
naturally, and also ‘‘barbarously’”’ and 
‘* atrociously "’—sufficiently so to have made 
my hair stand on end when I, too, was in 
the grip of the puristic disease. I find even 
the children of native speakers talking 
‘bad ” Irish—how deliciously different from 
the stuttering and stammering of our so very 
‘‘ correct” purists '—Yours, etc.,

THE CINDERELLA OF THE PUBLIC” 


———s 


Great dissatisfaction was expressed with 
their conditions of service by civil 
servants in the Free State, at the annual 
Congress of the Civil Service Federation, 
which was held in Jury’s Hotel, Dublin, 
last night. | 

A resolution was passed declaring that 
the present administration of the Civil 
Service in the Free State was not con- 
ducive to public welfare, 


DISCONTENTED. 


THE GOVERNMENT’S 
ARGUMENTS. 

Mr. A. McE. Kelly,. who presided, pro- 
posed :—‘‘ That this Congress, appreciating 
the feeling of profound _ dissatisfaction 
wrevalent throughout the Civil Service, and 
Main examined the reasons for this dis- 
content, considers the present administration 
of the Civil Service is not conducive to the 
public welfare.” Cas 

He personally. had no hesitation, he said, 
in saving that dissatisfaction was rampant 
throughout the service. For some years, 
in 1 and 1922, they had discontent, but 
it was not long beíore they were knee-deep 
in waves oí discontent, and to-day they were 
swept off their feet by the surge of that 
discontent. He was very anxious that it 
should not be read into the resolution that 
was any suggestion of their being 
only with the” money aspect of 
1—they were concerned with the 
public welfare in the long run, but the 
reasons were connected with money.- When 
they were handed over to the Free State 
Government they did not think they were 
going into an El Dorado, and to-day they 
did not ask for the retention of the inflated 
war-time salaries. They realised that, as 
the cost of living fell, their salaries must 
fall. and they were perfectly prepared to 
meet any suggestion for a “cut ” in salary. 

Behind all the arguments of the Govern- 
ment was one bedrock reason—no money was 
to’ be spent, whatever the reasons, on the 
Civil. Service, and any money taken from 
them was to be kept. Their conception of 
the duties of heads of Departments was 
entirely different, and he mairitained that it 
was an unintelligent application of a rigid

" rule which was the cause of the discontent 


in the service. The blame was not wholly 
theirs, because the Minister for Finance was 
the foremost to lay down the rule that no 
money was to be spent on the service, and 
he was foremost in looking at the service as 
a handy treasure chest in which to find money 
te cover up Budget deficits. 
THE WIGG-COCHRANE CASE. 

The Chairman went on- to refer to the 
Wigg-Cochtrane case, end said that twice :n 
the Cinhest Court the right of civil servants 
was established, and the answer of the 
Minister, who offered conciliation boards and 
who desired that compromises should be 
arrived at, was, “not a farthing.’ Either 
the Minister’s views were inculcated into his 
heads of Departments to such an extent that 
all other reasons vanished, or else the heads 
of Departments had a mistaken idea of their 
responsibilities. . Civil servants had no objec- 
tion to the obtaining of money for enterprise, 
such as-agricultural credit and the Shannon 
scheme, but they held that they should not 
be the Cinderella of the public—they had 
some claim on the public purse. There was 
no falling off, he declared, in the 
fidelity’ or efficiency of the service. 
With regard to scales of salary, Mr. Kelly 
said that the £90 to £250 officer might have 
his salary increased if he: married, the infer- 
ence being that the bachelor had less claim on 
the public purse than his married colleague. 
He was prepared to admit that as a social 
experiment applied to the whole State, some- 
thing might be said for it. What he objected 
to was its application to a small] section of the 
community. A remedy to be suggested was 
the establishment of a sort’of buffer between 
them and the official point of view, so that. 
they would not be working against a stone 
wall. That could be done by the inclusion 
on the Representative Council of outsiders 
nominated by the Government. 

Their .sugcestion was that the Government 
should nominate “ut least two members of the 
Dail. Then they could bring their objections 
and grievances to the Civil Service Council, 
and not be working against the conservative 
heads of departments, If they carried con- 
viction with them they would be satisfied. A 
Council so constituted would report to the 
Dail, and the Minister for Finance would 
have to pay some regard to it.. There was 
a danger that the value of civil servants to 
the public would. deteriorate. He objected to 
the “Mick” and ‘‘Paddy” style that 
was creeping into the Irish Civil Service. 
Irish business men, doctors and barristers 
met English representatives of these pro- 
fessions on equality. Irish Civil Servants 
did not want to-meet English Civil Servants 
on anvthing but the same terms. 

““We see no reason,” he added, ‘‘ why we 
should have our standard of living forced 
down to save the public,” In the past. he 
went on, thev had an honourable occupation, 
whose chief attraction was security of tenure. 
That was the bribe which induced the most 
intelligent boys leaving school What was 
happening to-day? Security was gone, and 
if they took that from the Civil Service its 
whole character was altered. It might be 
that the Government had altered it for the 
better, but it had been altered materially. 

LOYAL AND EFFICIENT. 


Mr. D. M. O’Kelly, Chairman of the 


Association of Executive Officers of thé Civil 
Service, in seconding the resolution, said 
that according to Clase “32 of. the 
Reorganisation Report, 1920, the Executive 
Grade was instituted for the higher work of 
supply and accounting departments, and of 
other executive or specialised branches of 
the Civil Service, This work covered a 
wide field, and required in different degrees, 
qualities of judgment, initiative and resource. 
The Reorganisation Report laid down the 
seales of salary and leave, and nobody 
could say that these scales were over-generous. 
The State bought a man’s lifetime. Scales 
were fixed with regard to a general high level 
over a lifetime. They were designed to repay 
steady and unswerving excellence of éervice, 
There were no plums in the Service. They 
had not got even a welfare scheme for 
employés. In spite of much ill-informed 
criticism of the Service, and the carefully 
fostered prejudice against bureaucrats and 
hordes of officials, the public must recognise 
that cnly an efficient and contented Service 
could give the best value to the State and 
the taxpayer. . 

He went on to say that since the change of 
Government the efficiency and loyalty of the 
Service had not been questioned. Last 
Christmas, in a message to Civil ‘Servants, on 
behalf of the Executive Council, President 
Cosgrave said: ‘‘I gladly welcome the oppor- 
tunity which this occasion affords of stating 
how sensible we are’ with what fidelity, 
diligence, and skill you have served the 

ublic interest since the creation of Ap 

aorstat, and with what confidence we look for- 
ward in the years to come to the fruitful resulte 
of your labours on behalf of the State to the 
foundations of which you may be justly proud 
of having made so fine a contribution.” <A 
business man in a position to pay similar 
tributes to his employés would naturally give 
them some encouragement; some incentive 
to further and, perhaps, bigger efforts. The 
psychology of the men who run the adminis- 
tration of the Service was not, however, the 
psychology of the business man. The control 
of the Service appears to be dictated by 
public opinion—publie opinion being the view 
of the Chamber of Commerce conveyed 
through an ill-informed and prejudiced Press. 
THE FIRST BRAIN-WAVE. 

It was time that the public knew of the 
reward given to civil servants for loyal ser- 
vice. For a considerable time after the 
change of Government many civil servants 
worked ten to twelve hours per day volun- 
tarily, remaining on duty till late at night. 
This gave the Administration the first bram- 
wave, and without warning, and; of course, 
‘‘in view of the financial - situation,” the 
hours of attendance were increased. ‘his 
imposition sowed the first seed of discontent 
in the Service, and many officers who had 
previously worked longer hours now confined 
themselves to the new official hours. Before 
they gave voluntary service.cheerfully, now 
their work was done while labouring under a 
grievance. The scales of salary and leave of 
the Executive class were attacked, again 
without consultation with the staff. The 
maximum of the lower executive was reduted 
by £50, and the minimum of the higher 
executive by £50. The annual leave allow- 
ance was reduced. The annual increments of 
the lower executive’ were reduced by 331-3 
at the period of his life when the officer 
would normally, if a family man, need the 
increases most. 

The next experiment was the introduction 
of differentiated rates for married and single. 
Further discontent was therefore created. 
The Department of Finance, of course, said 
that the conditions of service of, the officers 
taken over could not apply to promotions or 
new appointments in An Saorstat. The 
country could not afford a machine on British 
lines, and therefore the service must be 
recruited on a different basis. The standard 
oí living was going down, there was much 
unemployment, therefore labour could be 
bought at cheaper rates, and so they got 
cheaper labour in the Service, producing more 
discontent, and, unfortunately, much misery 
and financial embarrassment. 

THE BANKRUPTCY CIRCULAR. 

The Executive Officers’ Association had re- 
ceived general complaints regarding under- 
staffing in many departments and the ap- 
pointment of officers on higher grade work at 
lower grade ‘rates of pay. Tí the Saorstat 
Service must be reorganised it should be done 
gradually on some defined lines and not by a 
series of pinpricks. The bankruptcy circular 
could scarcely be sa” to be conducive to 
getting the best work out of State employés. 
Having been told that they must accept a 
lower rate of salary and leave and work 
longer hours they were now threatened with 
dismissal if they get into financial difficulties. 
In the Service they had the Whitley machi- 
nery. They did not hold that it was the 
ideal machinery, but they did know that this 
machinery was scrapped “in the ~Saorstat. 
Negotiations took place regarding the setting 
up. of some suitable machinery, and then 
came the consultative body which was weak 
at birth, lingered over six meetings, and ex- 
pired suddenly. More negotiations, and then 
Circular 48-24 was promulgated. New machi- 
nery was devised without -consultation with 
the staff. 

In the interests of efficiency, progress and 
the welfare of the State, a remedy for these 
grievances should. not be difficult to find. 
They, first of all, wanted fair play from the 
Press, especially the provincial Press. They 
were not a horde of officials with no work 
and high salaries; they made no extravagant 
demands; they were just as interested in the 
question of economy as any other taxpayer. 
They believed in the policy of hard work. 
They thought economy in public departments 
could be effected when work was properly 
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of the pr 
that of British officers, although the examina- 
tion was more difficult and the work as hard. 
There was no earthly reason for this, beyond 
the cry of economy. ‘Those of them who had 
transferred- to the present Government had 
shouldered the work in the early days, and 
they had got very little credit for it. 

r. A té. Connolly (Association of Officers 
of Taxes) pointed to the need for a united 
front on the part of all civil servants. It 
could be said that since the establishment of 
the Free State they had been on the defen- 
sive, and they were likely to continue on the 
defensive. He did not know any servant 
who had transferred from the British service 
who was not sorry to-day that he did so. .. 

Mr. W. M. Killeen (Post Office Controlling 
Officers’ Association) supported the resolution, 
and said that it was particularly important, 
owing to the many misleading statements as 
to thé conditions of service that were made 
by people who did not take the trouble to 
ascertain facts. 

Mr, H. M. D. McClenaghan said that the 
Department of Finance was obsessed with the 
idea of economy, and it had been placed 
before every other consideration. 

Mr. W. Broderick (Ordnance Survey) and 
Mr. G. O'Reilly (Customs and Excise Pre- 
ventive staff) supported the resolution, the 
latter suggesting that the Association should 
consider putting up a candidate in a bye- 
election who would look after their interests. 

Mr. M. J. Gallagher (editor, Civil Service 
Journal), said that worse than the monetary 
grievances were those of harrying, especially 
in the Post Office and Taxes. He was afraid 
that the successor of President Griffith and 
Collins had fallen into the hands of un- 
scrupulous advisers. 

THE EXPORT OF BRAINS. 

The Chairman, in putting the . resolution, 
which was adopted unanimously, said that it 
was their duty to look to the future, and he 
was afraid it would be the duty of the Federa- 
tion to urge the export of brains. Their 
loyalty was seriously strained. He had not 
yet seen any sign in their ranks of any dis- 
loyalty, but it might reach breaking point. 

] THE BRITISH SERVICE. 

Mr. P. H. M. Hoey, Hon. General Secre- 
tary. Civil Service Confederation of Great 
Britain, said that-he was extremely disturbed 
dt what might follow from the action of the 
Free State Government. It was undoubtedly 
a fact that the weaker brethren were always 
singled out for ‘“‘cuts’”’ and changes of, con- 
ditions which had been won after long and 
serious struggles. It was a great source 
of dissatisfaction to find that they 
were. in: such a bad position. The 
keynote devended on the unsatisfactory 
position of their Representative Council. In 
Great Britain they had an organisation based 
on similar lines. Although they were still 
dissatisfied with the system which operated 
over the water, they were much better off 
than before. He was amazed when he heard 
that a responsible Minister of State and a 
responsible head of a Department refused to 
consider the claims put forward by authori- 
iative members of the Saorstat Civil Service. 
These men were new, while they, as worker 
knew the conditions in the sefvice, and the 
Minister who refused to consider their just 
claims was not recognising the assistance 
which the Civil Service could give him. They 
in the British Civil Service had attained a 
considerable. amount of success. If British 
civil servants were placed in the same posi- 
tion as the Free State servants they would 
be in a state of revolt. The British Civil 
Service was dissatisfied with the cost of 
living agreement for a long time. The index 
figure had really no relation to the civil 
servants’ cost of living, and negotiations 
were in progress in the matter. 

CONDITIONS IN THE NORTH. 

Mr. Patton. Hon. Secretary, Association of 
Established Civil Servants (Northern Ireland), 
said that they in the North found themselves 
in pretty much the same position in regard 
to conciliation machinery as that in “which 
Saorstat . civil servants found themselves. 
Their request for the. establishment of 
Whitley- Councils had been flatly refused by 
the Prime Minister. He mentioned that 
when civil servants went up to the Northern 
Government it was feared that, owing to the 
circumstances of the troubled times in the 
North, ‘there would be patronage, but they 
had found that there was no evidence to 
support the view of wholesale jobbery: Some 
men ‘who, it was mentioned, had rendered 
service to the provinee were found positions 
in the Service, but they were not many. One 
scurce of dissatisfaction was the rapid ad- 
vancement. of the private secretary class. 

Hearty .thanks were voted to Mr. Hoey 
and Mr. Patton. 

THE TRANSFERRED OFFICERS. 

The Chairman, referring. to the Wigg- 
Cochrane decision, said that the Government” 
had signed a bend that they would pay fair 
compensation on terms not less favourable 
than those in the 1920 Act, but what 
was the use of signing a bond if they coald 
come along after with a mental reservation as 
to their intentions? It was said they were 
not to get more than officers who remained 
in the Service or in the British Service, and the 
rest of the clap-trans. In 192] the bonus 
arrangement then in force was an agreed 
arrangement between the Treasury and the 
staff, but nine months after the British 
Government introduced an unfair arrange- 
ment. He pointed out that the Transferred 
Officers’ Association was not in existence to 
maintain the rights of Wigg and Cochrane— 
it was to protect officers who remained in 
the -service. Mr. Blythe now intended to 
introduce legislation on the matter, but they 
held that an alternative board could -be set 
up, which could have the final word in 
matters arising under Article 10. The trans-

SOCIETY'S CONCERT. 


In a long programme undertaken by the 
University of Dublin ‘Choral Society for its 
rd concert, given yesterday in the 
Examination Hall at Trinity College, Dublin,

Oratorio by J. Sebastian Bach: In addition 
to the Oratorio there were three Choral 
Preludes for strings, by the same composer, 
and two ancient Christmas Carols. here 
was a large audience for the concert. 

Since the Christmas Oratorio was performed 
last in Trinity College—it is an old favourite 
of the Society’s—a clearer conception of the 
nature of Bach’s church music has been 
given to a large number of musical people 
bY the excellent series of performances of the 
church cantatas arranged by the British 
Broadcasting Corporation. 
year the Corporation has broadcasted every 
Sunday a church cantata of Bach, and people 
have come to realise how Bach came to write 
these works—it simply was part of his duties 
at Leipsic to provide so many special musical 
Services every year. ) 

The Christmas Oratorio was ”a rather more 
special efíort than the cantatas, but it was 
in the same kind: an arrangement of solos, 
chorases and chorales, with instrumental 
he for such instruments as were likely to 

available. The Oratorio, also, like the 
Passions, which are on a still larger scale, 
went beyond the cantatas in having a certain 
amount of narrative. The main point, how- 
ever, which has been more definitely appre- 
ciated of late, is that these church works of 


| Bach were written not for posterity, but for 


@ particular set of conditions and for im- 
mediate performance. : 

They were connected closely with the con- 
ditions of performance. For example, if the 
score includes a part for oboe d'amore, it 
means that at that particular time Bach, as 
musical director, hed bebe able to secure the 
services for sume special performance of an 
instrumentalist who soil sg on the oboe 
d'amore, and was thereupon provided with a 
Prominent part. 

With regard to the Christmas Oratorio. 
the internal evidence suggests that Bach, 
when he wrote it, had at his service a notable 
alto singer. Long solos of a display character 
are provided for alto voice, but the eminent 
singer is not asked to do any of the filling-in 
work, the ordinary soprano and bass soloist 
of the choir being given the narrative séctions 
and the less important recitatives. ~The 
Oratorio is in two parts—one for the first and 
the other for the second day of the festival 
oi Christmas. [In each part there is one im- 
portant alto solo and one big chofus number ; 
the rest being a mixture of narrative, recita- 
tave and chorale numbers; built on .tunes that 
would be familiar to, the cotigregation........ 

Mise Mabel Home took “the alto soles 


narrative passages, and Mr. J. 8S. R. Cole the 
bass recitatives.’ All sang agreeably, ‘and 
Mr. Cole, “in particular, managed to ‘accom:

OPERA COMPANY. 


“* ‘TANNHAUSER.”’ 


The Royal Carl Rosa Opera Company gave 
a very enjoyable performance of Wagner's 
“““Tannhauser ” in the Gaiety Theatre last 
night. Mr. Arthur Hammond was the con- 
ductor. The overture was beautifully played, 
the strings being excellently used both in the 
opening phrases and afterwards in combina- 
tion with the woodwind. The closing move- 
ment with the brass, rising with a great 
fortissimo, was well worked up. Mr. Ham- 
mond showed a thorough grip of the work. 
The principal vocalists were well. chosen. 
Mr. William Boland, the Tannhiuser, sang 
with his usual confidence. He is at his best 
in this heavy work, which gives full scope to 
his robust voice. The singing in the opening 
scene, and also in the Hall of Song was very 
efiective. Mr. Leslie Jones was the Wolfram. 
He gave a wonderfully empressive rendering 
of the part. His voice suited the music 
admirably: a more exquisite rendering of 
the familiar '“ Gazing Around ” in the Hall 
of Song one could not have had. In the 
closing scene his work was splendid, and his 
singing of “Oh! Star of Eve’’ was very 
impressive. Miss Helen Ogilvie was the 
Elizabeth , and brought to the part a refresh- 
ing charm of voice and person. She was 
surprisingly full in tone, and her technique 
was admirable. The big arias—the greetinz 
in the Hall of Song and the Prayer in the 
final act—were most expressive. She increased 
the good opinions that her previous work had 
created during the season. Miss Pauline 
Maunder was the Venus, and she also dis 
played both a full understanding of the part 
and an exceilent voice. ‘The Landgrave of 
Mr. Harry Metcalfe was a safe, rather 
than a brilliant performance. One missed the 
desired resonance in the lower register of the 
voice, Of the smaller parts, none was better 
filled than that of the Shepherd Boy. (Miss 
Marie Macklin). One was struck by the 
singer’s thorough manner and pleasing voice. 
The choral and ensemble work in the Hall 
of Song was very) effective, as also was the 
Pilgrims’ Chorus. 

e orchestral work in the final act was 
beautifully controlled, particularly in the 
delicate movement for violins and woodwind.

PREPARATIONS IN DUBLIN. 


Active preparations are being made by the 
local Executive Committee of the British 
Pharmaceutical Conference for the 1929 
meeting, which will be held in Dublin and 
will bring a large influx of cross-Channel 
visitors to the city.

It was decided by the Committee at the outset that ““hackneyed

The 
Currency Commission have since had that 
courage, but I believe that they were 
only impelled by the expert advice to the 
effect. that an engraved portrait presents 
well-nigh insuperable obstacles to the 
forger, and is the best protection a note 
can have. The head which they have 
employed on our currency notes—beauti- 
ful as it undoubtedly is in subject and 
treatment—has not altogether escaped dis. 
paraging criticism. It has. been- invi- 
diously described as an “emblematic 
female.” 


PREVENTING IRREVERENGCE. 

Here I would like to say a few words 
about the reasons whieh induced us. to 
avoid the representation of religious 
symbols upon our coins. 1 should have 
thought that those reasons would: be 
generally obvious, but I have heard pretty 
severe criticisms passed upon us for our 
omission. I do not pretend to give you 
the reasons which operated on each one of 
us individually, but I can, at least, tell 
you how I felt about it myself. 

It seemed to me that the placing of 


upon our coins would give rise to an un- 
avoidable and most reprehensible irrever- 
ence. I saw, in my mind s eye, a peasant 
at the fair being paid for a bonham with 
the image of St. Patrick, and, impelled 
by the habit of centuries, to spit upon 
that image for luck before he rammed it 
in his trousers pocket.

GOINS AS RELIGIOUS MEDALS. 


There was another reason, not so 
laughable, but scarcely less. serious. 
Had we produced a set of coifis bearing 
religious symbols beautifully executed. 
these would have induced great numbers 
of people to bore holes in them for use as 


the coinage, to render’ themselves liable 
to legal penalties of the gravest kind. 
Faced by all these difficulties. we 
decided to call scholars and the public at 
large to our assistance. We wrote to 
various numismatic and other learned 
societies all over Europe, and to the 
Royal Irish. Academy, the Royal Society 
of Antiquaries of Ireland, and the Royal 
Hibernian Academy, ‘inviting them .to 
offer suggestions as to symbols or 
emblems which might be suitably em- 
ployed. We asked them, also, for 
advice as to the wording of the inscrip- 
tions and as to the kind of Gaelic script 
to be employed in the lettering. . We sent 
a notice to the Press telling what we had 
done and saying that we should also 
welcome suggestions from individuals. 


“ HACKNEYED SYMBOLS.” 


The Royal Irish Academy and the 
Society of Antiquaries did all they could 
to help us. Professor MacAlister, Dr. 
Richard Best and Professor Osborn 
Bergin gave us invaluable expert advice 
about the various forms of Irish script. 

The committee appointed by the Society 
of Antiquaries: in response to our invita- 
tion to consider suitable symbols or 
emblems replied that they were “strongly 
of opinion that hackneyed symbols— 
round towers, shamrocks, wolfdogs, sun- 
bursts—should be entirely “avoided.” 
_ Even the shamrock as a symbol has, ‘they 
said, “ no dignity of age behind it, being 

not more than a hundred years old.” 

They also considered that obscure allu- 

siveness, such as the “ sword of light,”’ is 
i undesirable. 


WARNING TO CRITICS. 

Individual members oí the public 
showed little or no inclination to assist 
us. We put-a notice in the papers invit+ 
‘ing their co-operation. ‘Out invitation 
| was practically ignored. This notice was 
Jater supplemented by an advertisement 
| in which we complained mildly of public 
|apathy. That apathy “continued. let 
| any individual who may now be prepared 
to criticise. adversely our selection of 
designs consider whether he is justified in 
i doing so by virtue of ‘having offered us 


the | valuable advice which we rejected. 
i When we came to ponder the matter for 
ourselves it occurred to us that the oppor- 


tunity presented by the issue of an en- 
tirely new series of eight coins was one 
unparalleled in the modern history of 
Every other European State 


one or more symbols or 
emblems, which prevent their coinage, as 
a whole. from being a sequent series of 
related designs. 


BRITAIN’S FINE DESIGN. 


For example, it. is difficult to imagine 
that the British would abandon the fine 
design of Britannia, which has, for cen- 
turies, appeared upon the pefiny.’ It is 
still more difficult to imagine that they 
could produce seven designs in the same 
stvle or spirit to figure upon their other 
coins. We, therefore, determined to seize 
the opportunity of making our coinage an 
artistic unit—of securing that each coin 
should, as it were, tell a part of the one 
story. 

Coins are the tangible tokens of a 
people’s wealth. Wealth in the earliest 
times. was always calculated in terms of 
cattle. Thence comes the word peeunia 
(money), derived from pecus, the beast. 
The wealth of Iveland is still derived in 
What, therefore, could 
upon our coinage of those products? We 
remembered, too, that some of the 
loveliest coins of antiquity which artists 
have admired for a thousand years are

SCHEME FOR LIFE 
PEERS. 


OTHERS TO BE ELECTED 
BY PARLIAMENT. 
Reece REAR PT: 


Proposals for the reconstitution of the 
House of Lords are set out in a resolution | 
which the Earl of Clarendon intends to 
move in the House of Lords on Tuesday, 
December 11th. 

The main objects of his scheme are to 
reduce the numbers of members of the 
House of Lords and to introduce the prin 
ciples of election and nomination in the 
constitution of the House. 

Lord Clarendon’s resolution asks the 

House to agree to the following Constitu- 

tion :— 

(a) 150 peers to be elected by proportional 
representation or the cumulative vote 
in each Parliament by the whole body 
of peers ; 

(b) 150 persons to be nominated by the 
Crown in proportion to the parties in 

* the House of Commons in each Parlia- 

ment—to sit for the life of the 
Parliament ; and 

(c) The Crown to have the power to appoint 
a limited number of life-peers in each 
Parliament. 

These proposals have some resemblance 

to certain features of the scheme sub- 

mitted to the House of Lords last year by 

Lord Cave on behalf of the Government. 

That scheme proposed that the House 

should consist of 350 members, composed 

of four groups. 

Peers of the Royal blood, lords spiritual 

and law lords; 

Hereditary peers elected by the order ; 

Members nominated by the Crown for a 

fixed term of years; and 

A limited number of peers nominated by 

the Crown. 

The present membership of the House of 
Lords is over seven hundred, but about 
four hundred Peers either attend the 
debates on fewer than ten occasions in a 
year, or do not attend at all. 

Lord Clarendon is Chairman of the 
British Broadcasting Corporation. Before 
accepting that office he was. Under- 
Secretary for the Dominions in the present 
Government. 
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DAIL ADJOURNED. 
CENSORSHIF BILL 
DELAYED,

The Dail adjourned yesterday until 
February 20th next year, but not beivre 
it had given a first reading to a vill, \ hich 
is sponsored by Professor Thrift and Mr. 
Hasiett, and supported by the Inde 
pendent members, to reduce the salaries 
of Senators from £360 to £200 per 


annum. 


CPPOSITION’S PROTEST. 

When leave to introduce the bill had 
been given President Cosgrave formally 
asked the House to agree to a three 
months’ adjournment. The Opposition 
leader was quickly on his feet, protesting 
strongly against the motion on the ground 
that important matters like _ tariffs, 
national economy and acute distress 
among the unemployed required immediate 
attention. 

With his view Mr. Morrissey (Labour) 
concurred, and urged that before the 
House went on such a long holiday further 
provision by way of relief works ought to 
be established by the Government. 

Messrs. Derrig and Corry, of the Fianna 
Fail Party, followed in the same appeal, 
and in reply the Minister for Finance 
stated that nothing could be gained by 
having another Dail debate on the relief 
of unemployment. In such debates every 
deputy intervened with a view to getting 
a share of whatever was going for his own 
bailiwick. 


THE CENSORSHIP BILL. 

“From now till March the poor and 
unemployed will have a trying time,” said 
Mr. Murphy (Labour), while Mr. Lemass 
(Fianna Fail) alleged that the Govern- 
ment was trying to shirk a division on 
the motion for a tariff on flour. He added 
that the Government was anxious to shelve 
the Censorship Bill, which had received a 
first and second reading. 

“If,” he said, “the Minister is anxious 
to get that bill through, he will oppose 
the Government's adjournment motion, 
and we, for our part, will help to put the 
bill through all its remaining stages by 
the end of next week.” 


A VALEDICTORY SPEECH. 


A bright passage-at-arms between Mr. 
Alfred Byrne (Independent) and Fianna 
Fail and Labour deputies followed. Mr. 
Hogan (Labour) spoke of Mr. Byrne's 
“valedictory speech. 

“I am sad to think it is farewell,” 
retorted Mr. Byrne, and a dozen Opposi- 
tion deputies shouted, “We are glad, 
indeed.” 


THE, "BUS TAX. 


When the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment had explained the efforts that were 
being made by his own Department and 
the Dublin City Commissioners to deal 
with the problem of unemployment, Mr. 
Moore (Fianna Fail) spoke of the pro- 
posed mileage tax on ‘buses, which, he 
said, would drive numbers of “bus services 
out of the country and cost the largest 
‘bus service in the Free State about 
£35,000 a year. 

Both Mr. Anthony (Labour) and Mr. 
McEntee (Fianna Fail) appealed to the 
Government to give attention to the ques- 
tion of distress. Other deputies followed 
in the same vein, and; in reply, Mr. 
Cosgrave pointed out that the Govern- 
ment was giving over. a million pounds in 
subsidies, but was not getting value for it. 

“ We are standing for.a business pro- 
position in this country, he declared, 
* and if the people who are making these 
speeches about unemployment and dis- 
tress had to raise the money, they would 
not be able to borrow except on a -busi- 
ness basis.”’ 

“The Government,” he added, “has 
spent £1,237,155 on relief works during 
the last seven years. Ten millions have 
been spent on restoring destroyed pro- 
perty and five millions on roads.

“SLOW PROGRESS.” 

Sir Humphry _ Rolleston, who is 
Physician-in-Ordinary to the King, was 
called in to the consultation at the Palace, 
arriving after Lord Dawson and Sir 
Stanley Hewett had been with the King 
for about an hour: He signed the morn- 
ing bulletin, which was as follows:— 

The inflammation of the lung and pleura 
show some improvement and the temperature 
is on a slightly lower level.

exacerbation of the infection has not yet

Sir Humphry Rolleston, who was called 
into consultation yesterday, and who 
signed the first bulletin, did not call at 
the Palace this evening.

A high authority at Buckingham Palace 
explained that while there is a slight but 
distinct improvement in the condition of 
the King, the morning’s bulletin makes 
it clear that the possibility of a set-back 
must not yet be ignored. 


A THIRD OPINION. 

Tt is not yet. known whether Sir 
Humphry Rolleston will continue to visit 
the King daily and sign the bulletins or 
not. 

It was stated at Buckingham Palace 
that the fact that the third doctor was 
called in did not mean that the King was 
worse, but that Sir Stanley Hewett and 
Lord Dawson of Penn both felt it desir- 
able to have a third opinion in order that 
they might make a complete examination 
and review of the whole course of the 
King’s illness. 

It was authoritatively stated that the 
‘doctors, who. were at the Palace for a 
much longer time than usual, examined 
in detail all the data and records which 
have been kept of the case. Temperature 
churts, radiographs, and the results of 
the bacteriological examination conducted 
last week by Dr. Howard Whitby were all 
investigated and discussed by the three 
doctors. 

They wished to make a review not only 
with regard to the past and present stages 
of the case, but leo with regard to the 
immediate future. 


THE PRINCE’S RETURN. 

An Admiralty announcement issued yes- 
terday states that the Prince of Wales 
has virtually decided to leave H.M.5. 
Enterprise at Suez, and go by train to 
Alexandria, where he will embark on one 
of H.M. ships, probably the H.M.S. 
Frobisher, for either Brindisi, Naples or 
Marseilles. 

The distance from Alexandria to Brindisi 
is about 825 miles. H.M.S. Frobisher, a 
fast cruiser, is capable of doing twenty- 
eight knots. She was built at Devonport 
Dockyard in 1924, and was one of the 
ships begun in 1916 under the emergency 
war programme. Her displacement is over 
10.000 tons. and she has a complement of 
774. Sister ships are H.M.S. Effingham 
and H.M.S. Hawkins.

SPECIAL COMMIUTTEE’S

Yesterday the Special  -Committee 
appointed by. Dail Eireann to consider 
the Legal Practitioners (Qualification) Bull 
made its report to the House. 

The bill proposes that. no person under 
the age of sixteen years on Ist January, 
1928, shall be admitted to the deuree ol 
Barrister-at-Law unless beforehand he 
satisfies the Chief Justice, by. such 
evidence as the latter prescribes, that he 
possesses a competent knowledge of Irish. 
The bill further proposed that Tyish. shall 
be made a compulsory subject in the In- 
corporated Law Society Examinations. 

The Special Committee suggests only 
one or two amendments... The .more im- 
portant of these proposes to change ‘the 
age limit by applying the provisions of 
the bill to all: persons whe are under the 
age of 15 years on 1st October, 1929. The 
Committee, furthermore, defines a “ com- 
petent knowledge of, Trish ” as a know- 
ledge sufficient to enable the practitioner 
to. conduct business in the courts im the 
Irish language.
